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It is Easy to Misunderstand the Maneuvering of an Army 
—Let us Make Things go Just Right in Our Ranks. 


It was our intention to take 
up one of the other topics for 
discussion this week, but for 
some cause we feel drawn 
to continue the subject of 
“Fighting the Churches” a 
little further. The gentle- 


man inhis article warning 
people against the “holiness 
propagana,” as he names it, 
has opened up an extensive 
territory that should be cov- 
ered. If he is keeping up 
with it he will soon begin to 
say like the Indians when 
they agreed to sell their land 
to early settlers of Pennsyl- 
vania. In the contract the 
Indians agreed to sell all one 
man could walk around one 
day for so much. When 
night came and _ the territory 
was marked out the Indian 
said, “White man walk over 
heap o’ ground.” Before we 
get through with these seven 
topics that he has challenged 
us with he will sey, ‘“White 
man walk over heap 0’ 
ground.” 

In our last article we used 
most of the space in proving 
that the “holiness propagan- 
da” was not persecuting the 
Church that Saul of Tarsus 
persecuted, when they were 
fighting the churches. of 
which they are accused by 
our opponent, because the 
churches are not the Church 
of God. 

It might appear to some 
that we are encouraging the 
fight against the churches on 
these grounds. However 
the understanding may have 
been that was not our inten- 
tion, but we could not ex- 
plain all in one article. 

In this thing, as_ well as all 
others, I wish to encourage 
our people to be wise and 
careful. Wisdom is one of 
the main drive wheels of 
success for the Church of 
God. Tobe wise was one 
of the first commands” given 
by Jesus. When He gave 
his tweleve disciples power 
to cast out unclean spirits, 
heal all manner of sickness, 
and told them to go on-and 
preach, “The kingdom of 
heaven is at hand,” He also 
told them to “be ye therefore 


wise as serpents, and as 
harmless as doves.” 

While | don’t think our 
people are as guilty of fight- 
ing the churches” as our 
writer in the “Florida Bap- 
tist Witness,” indicates, but a 
little admonition will not hurt 
the innocent. I don’t know 
that this aforesaid writer is 
leveling his gun at the Church 
of God when he uses the 
term ‘‘holiness propaganda,” 
but I suppose if he was he 
did it like Paul “ignorantly 
in unbelief,” and can get for- 
givenes forit. But it is cer- 
tainly not a good idea for us 
to direct our battle against 
the churches for fighting the 
churches is not our job. 

Like the Jewish religion in 
the days of Christ and the 
apostles, they are melting 
away faster than they like to 
acknowledge, and observers 
can readily see their droop- 
ing condition, but it would be 
too much like clipping off the 
last little hand-hold of a 
drowning man for us to take 
our time in openly fighting 
the churches. They are go- 
ing to go down anyway as 
far as_ spirituality is con- 
cerned, and we don’t need 
to spend our time warring 
against that which is already 
in the death throes. 


Now when we refer to the 
churches we do not want to 
show any disrespect or dis- 
honor. They have all been 
used of God more or less in 
the salvation of souls. They 
have been paving the way 
for years for the present day 
dispensational light and truth. 
It is very probable that many 
of us who were converted 
twenty years ago were led to 
Christ either directly or in- 
directly under the influence 
of some of these churches. 
In the 17th and 18th and 
even in the 19th centuries 
great revivals prevailed and 
thousands and millions of 
souls were led to Christ, and 


are in heaven today, under 
the influence of these church- 
es. In fact the time was when 
they where the only force that 
standing for morality and the 
Christian religion. Like our 
dear old fathers and mothers 





who have done their work in 
clearing away the forests and 
rubbish and preparing the 
way for “us boys” to grow 
crops and flourish in our per- 
suits of life. The time comes 
when the aged become weak, 
tottery and blind. Do we 
throw them away’ when 
they become worthless? No, 
but “we boys” have to leave 
the parental roof and go out 
doing for ourselves or we 
never amount to anything. 


The Jewish religion was 
good until John the Baptist 
came and told of another that 
was coming. Jesus said, “If 
Thad not come and spoken 
unto them, they had not had 
sin: but now they have no 
cloak for their sin.” John said 
of Jesus, that He must in- 
crease while he himself 
should decrease. 


A lapping over of dispensa- 
tions brings decay and new 
life into close. contact each 
with the other. The Jewish 
law was dying away while 
the apostolic law was enter- 
ing in. John’s ministry was 
closing while the ministry of 
Jesus was commencing. The 
Canaanites were driven out 
only as Israel grew in num- 
ber and had need of more 
territory. God said, “I will 
not drive them out from be 
before thee in one year; lest 
the land became desolate, 
and the beasts of the field 
multiply against thee. By 
little and little 1 will drive 
them out from before thee, 
until thou be increased, and 
inherit the land.” 


A new dispensation is now 
lapping over the old. The 
churches have their creeds 
and articles of faith so dog- 
matized and stereotyped that 
they are as powerless to pass 
over and accept the full 
teaching of pentecost as the 
Jews were to bring their 
laws over and make them 
useful under the apostolic 
standard. In other words 
they are ‘staked out’ and can 
only go to the end of the rope 
which will never reach over 
to apostolic practices. Thou- 
sands ot inividuals will break 
loose from the creeds and 
dogmas, but the churches 
as a wole never will. In fact 
they can’t do it any more 
than an old man can make 
himself young. 

The old people, who are 
both deaf and blind as well 
as feeble with age, cannot 














engage in the advance 





movements and inventions of 


churches are deaf, blind and 
feeble with age so they do 
not understand the falling of 
the “latter rain” and the rise 
of the Church of God in the 
last days preparatory to the 
coming of our Lord. We are 
misunder stood by the 
churches. They  oftimes 
think we are fighting them 
when we are not. It is easy 
to misunderstand the maneu- 
verings of an army on the 
battlefield. 

We acknowledge that we 
are against sin any where we 
find it. We are against pride 
and dressparades, church 
festivals and fairs, card par- 
ties and skirt dances and all 
other devil traps for both 
young and old that are now 
being encouraged by the pas- 
tors and members of almost 
all the churches more or less. 
If the gentleman calls such 
as this “fighting the churches” 
then he has properly desig- 
nated us as‘fighting the church- 
es.”’ \ But in the proper light 
of “fighting the churches” 
we are not the people to 
which he makes reference. 

Now a word to our people 
everywhere: Be wise and 
careful and remember that 
“fighting the churches” is not 
our job, but let us make 
things go just right in our 
ranks. Remember the old 
adage, “You can catch more 
flies with molasses than you 
can with vinegar.” Sweeten 
you with love and while we 
dare not compromise the 
least bit yet we should be 
wise enough to know when 
to speak, what to speak, and 
how to speak. 

You might speak the right 
thing at the wrong place or 
at an improper time and 
drive people away from the 
truth. You should seek God 
for wisdom and guidance so 
that your preaching, exhorta- 
tionsstestimonies and conver- 
sasions will be like another 
adage, “Words fitly spoken 
are like apples of gold in pic- 
tures of silver.” 

It is our business in the 
hands of Godto find the 
sheep that are scattered in 
all these churches, and set 
such an enticing table before 
them that they will break 
their tethers and ceme leap- 
ing and bounding into a life 
of freedom, holiness, power 
and glory. Thousands of 





‘them have already got so 


the younger. Itis not with a free that they hardly know 
spirit of criticism nor disre-| 


spect that we say it, but the | 


how to behave themselves, 
and that is a reason they 
have for accusing us of being 
fanatical. 

But they don’t know what 
we are enjoying over here 
until they break loose and 
come. Then when they get 
the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost they always talk in 
tongues like the rest of us, for 
no one hasever received the 
baptism with the Holy Ghost 
without the tongues, and 
never will while God’s plan 
remains as it is now marked 
out in the Bible. 

It seems strange that there 
are always some people to 
put on the breaks and hold 
as many back with them as 
possible. Look at the people 
in the days of Jesus and the 
apostles that accused them 
of being beside themselves, 
and held others back who 
would have joined their ranks; 
and we are advocating the 
very same principles and 
doctrine that made them fa- 
mous and their names im- 
mortal. Why do people ob- 
ject to the very thing they 
profess to believe? All these 
churches profess to be fol- 
lowers of Christ and the 
apostles, but when some of 
their members begin to speak 
in tongues and act like the 
early disciples they are ac- 
counted disloyal and pushed 
out. 

But we will continue to 
call for the sheep. and hunt 
forthem every where they 
have been scattered. They 
wilkbe ftound, too. In fact 
they are all looking for the 
one fold into which all can 
gather so they can be one 
heart and one soul and all 
stand steadfastly in the apos- 
tles’ doctrine and enjoy the 
fellowship and love that nev- 


er can be shown where they 
have been starving for years. 

Hallelujah! I see them 
coming from all places into 
the one fold—the Church of 
God.
